High Degree of Enthusiasm Was 
Evinced for Opening of

FLAG INCIDENT BOOED 


When Free State Is Established

DUBLIN, March 5. — The 


-crowds which gathered today for 


the opening of the campaign in 
favor of acceptance of the Anglo- 
Irish treaty were notable not only 
because of their vast proportions, 
but the high degree of enthusiasm 
evinced. Notwithstanding the 
rain which turned College Green 
into a veritable forest of umbrel- 
las, the people stayed to hear all 
the speakers. 

The orators, in addition to 
Michael Collins and Arthur Grif- 
fith, included J. McGrath, min- 
ister of labor; William Cosgrove, 
minister for home affairs, and 
other leaders in’ the provisional 
government, Two platforms were 
constantly employed by the 
speakers. ; 

With the exception of a minor fiag in- 
cident. when women and girls tore down 
a free stute tri-color, perfect order was 
maintained by the republican police. The 
women weye booed for the ftag incident. 

Defence of Treaty 

Mr, Collins, in a long speech defended 
the treaty. He asserted that once the 
free state was established the ,union of 
northeast Ulster with the remainder of 
Ireand was certain. He expressed de- 
termination to proceed go the estub:tsh. 
ment of a police force, despite the warn- 
ings of Damonn de Valera. It would jnot 
be a political force to protect any elul 
section, but would be for the protection 


of every citizen {np Ireland.

The threatened strike over a ten 
shilling cut in wages has thus been 
averted. It would have affected 15,- 
00 employes in Ireland, with the ex- 
ception of Ulster.

In that declaration itself there 
is nothing very new or very start- 
ling. In recent years the British 
Coalition Government has upon 
several occasions exercised the 
right to say that an adverse vote 
ona particular question would not 
be considered as requiring its 
resignation; which is one reason 
why that Government is now fight- 
ing to hold an election. And it is 
and has always been possible for a 
Government to ‘“hang on,’’ despite 
the defeat of ita measures, until a 
majority of members by vote de- 
elared their desire that it should 
resign or until the representative 

* ‘the King intervened to compel 
it to do so. It is rather in what 
the resolution signifies, and in the 
use that may ‘be made of it, that 
it is important. 

Apparently something in the na- 
ture of an incipient revolt is de- 


veloping among ‘the Government | 


supporters. The mover of the 
resohition expressly declared that 
he did not want to be bound in 
the House by votes taken in cau- 
cus. 
resolution was that the individual 
member should be freed from the 
fear of upsetting the Government 
if he voted against a measure in- 
troduced by the Ministry. 

If there is any occasion for such 
expressions, and for a resolution 


giving effect to them, it must lie | 


in the circumstance that the Gov- 
ernment supporters do not find 
themselves free to exercise their 
duties to their constituents because 
of fear of bringing about a politi- 
cal crisis, which would, unless thus 


prevented, compel the resignation | 
_ of the Government. 


And if that is 
the source of the resolution, the 
members supporting it have tied 
themselves up by a pledge to 
maintain in power a Government 
with whose policy they do not 
agree and whose measures they 
intend to vote against. In other 
words ‘have bound themselves to 
support mis-representative Gov- 
ernment instead of insisting upon 
representative Government. 

It is to be assumed that the 
members had some purpose in thus 
‘putting themselves right’’ wit 
the Ministers; that they see in the 
Government's program proposals 
which they do not approve and 
which they intend to oppose even 


when to do so may leave the Min- j 


isters with a minority on their 
side. It may be that under such 
circumstances the Greenfield Gov- 
ernment would continue to ‘‘carry 
on.”’ If so, the publie have mis- 
understood the declarations of the 
Premier and have over-estimated 
his attachment to the hardly de- 
finable but well enough under- 
stood principles which underlie the 
succeasful working of the British 
parliamentary system, 

The right of a Government to 
continue in office depends upon 
its power to carry its policy into 
effect ; not upon the unwillingness 
of members of the Legislature to 
formally declare that they have 
lost confidence in the Ministers.
